It is already evident thar Ireland does not

intend to remmin guiet under the fresh
provoeation given by Balfour, For months
past the country bas been singularly quiet,

fewer meetiongs baving been held and fewer
specclies made than at any equal period
since the establishment of the Land League.

Balfour had evidently mistaken this ealm
for apathy, and the members of the Dublin
Castle cligue, from whom he obtains his in-
formation, had actually persuaded both the
Chiefl Becretary and themselves that Irish-
men had grown weary of the long struggle
aguninst landlords and misgovernment. It
was believed by these fatuous politicians
and bureauerats that they had only to elap
the leaders into prison to causea genecral
uprising of the Irish people against the Na-
Uonal League tyrasuy under which they
were supposed to be groaning.

The Landlerds nod the Famine,

The landlords, seeing s prospect of collects
ing their rents before an metual fasmine be-
gun to pinch their tenants, cunningly en-
couraged the official optimism. Balfour's
polive agents at the same time mssured him
thatithe eoffers of the National League and
the plan of campaign were nearly empiy
and urged him to stopor embarrass a mis-
sion to Ameriea, which alone could replen-
ish them speedily,

All these representations were very sooth-
ing to Balfour’s vanity, and he willingly
consented to take action at this stage of the
official conspirney. The actual date fixed
for the departure of Mr. O’Brien and Mr,
Dillon was indiscreetly published, and it
became necessary to aet speedily.,

A Sacrifice for the Cause.

The defendants do not eare what happens
to them, us they bave the noble confidence
that their imprisonment will sérve the
cavse the whole world over.

The members of Parliament who
Lad decided to tuke a good rest previous to
the renssembling of Parliament at  the end
of November ure alreidy makiog engage-
meuts for meetings, and demonstrations are
being orvanized where none had been in-
teniled for months to come, and the situs-
tion will soon Lecome so lively, as perbaps
to compel Baliour to exchange rolf-vlaying
in Scotland for serious work in Dublin.

who are even now suffering from hunger ow-
ing to a total failure of the potato crop.
An Appeal From the Church,

To-day the Catholic elergymen of the
diocese of Raphoe, Couniy Donegal, met in
solemn conclave under the presidency of
their Bishop and passed resolutions seiting
on record that the potato erop which furn-
ishes the staple food of the people has been
almost completely destroyed; that Indian
meal i steadily reaching famine prices, and
that within three mooths 40,000 poor people
will be in a starving condition. The priests
and the Bishop call upon the landlords “to
stop evictions in the blighted distriets, as it
would be monstrous to drive out the stary-
ing people from the land which their own
labor has made Labitable, and which, in its
improved condition, paid rent for genera-
tions equal to the full value of the tenant’s
improvements.”

Everywhere the priests and Protestant
clergymen who live among the people are
uttering the same pitiful ery. But!the
organ of the landlord party declares that
the potato disease scare has been invented
for political purposes, and thai there is no
fear of famine. Not one landlord in the
whole of Ireland has yet had the grace to
offer to tide his tenants over the blesk
winter by deferring the payment of their
dues or by making abatements in rents, and
not one bad the humanity to suspend or
abandon the threatened eviction. No one
need wonder in these circumstances should
resistance to bailifls, police snd soldiers
soon cease to be passive.

Of European & tates May be Formedto Fight
the McKinley Bill.

been Pourparlers between the enntinental
powers as 1o the feasibility of wdopting
some such schbeme, nand the Siccle
ublishes a letter professedly written by

y a foreign diplomatist, who has returned
to Paris from Berlin, intimating that there
is n stropg disposition in Germauy “‘to
effect & reapproachment with France with o
view to resist the war of tariffs that the
United States has declared against Europe.”

But before starting out against America,
the European States will have to settle n
vumber of tariff disputes now existing
among themselves, which, tor variety and
complexity, may take rank almost with the
provisions of the MeKinley bill itself,

FOUR LIVES ELOTTED OUT,

A Terribls Explosion in One of the Wilkes-
barre Conl Mives.

WILKESBARRE, September 20.—A ferri-
ble explosion of gas took place in the Mur-
ray shaft of the Lebigh and Wilkesbarre
Conl Gomp:ndv this alternoon. Ropes were
strung sround the mouth of the shaft, and
po one was nllowed within 20 feet ot the
opening, as it is feared that a second explo-
sion may take place at any time. There
were five men in the shaft at the time of the
explosion, Lawrence Casey, James Bullis
van, James Roswell, Fireboss Edward But-
son and Anthony Jennings.

This shaft is considered one of the gasiest
in the world. The origin of the explosion
is unknown., Hundreds anxiously awaited
the results of the rescuing party which went
down the shaft as soon as it was sate to do
s0. The party consisted of Superintendent
Scott, Foreman Thomas F Morgun Mor-
gans snd Mine Inspector Williams, They
returned after an hour's search and reported
that all were dead, except Edward Butson,
who was seriously burned. Later on the
dead were brought from the pit to the sur-
face, 8 distance of 600 feet, and taken to
their late homes.

{FPECTAL TELEGRAM TO THE DISPATCH.1

READING, September 20.—The complete
details of tha terrible railroad disaster
sbout a quarter of a mile above Shoemakers-
ville, which is twelve miles above the city
on the main line of the Philadelphia and
Reading Railrond, are known, and they
show that the accident was the most shock-
ing that has ever occurred in the history of
the county.

The revised list of the casualties attending

the wreck shows thai 22 persons were killed -

and 82 injured. The following are the
names of the identified vietims:

BTILL UNDER THE WRECK,

One body still remains buried beneath the
debris of the wreck. It is that of John
White the engineer of the train, who is be-
lieved to be Enid down by the engine and
boiler of the locomotive, This morning one
of White's arms ¢ame to the surface, Ithad
been wrenched from the socket and was
broken iu several places, Active efforts are
being made to dislodge the heavy engine
and recover the remains of the unfortunste
eugineer.

The work of mverinF bodies from the
wreek was prosecuted all night Jast night
and all day to-day. Those of Loughan, the
conductor, Mr, and Mrs. Fredericks, Mr.Os-
borueand John Shadle, of this city, and
Fireman Templin were taken out between
the time of the ocourrence of the accident
and 2 o’clock this morning. At 7:80 o’clock
the next body, that of Soiicitor Kaercher,
was found and taken at once to the railroad
station at Reading, whence it was forwarded
to bis home at Pottaville later in the day.

Mr. Kaercher had sustained severe cuts
and bruises over and under the left eye, but
they were not eufficient to bave csused
death, and he was undoubtedly pinned down
by some heavy portion ol the debris and
drowned,

NEARLY ALL DEOWNED,

This was the case with nearly all those
thst lost their lives, There was only three
or four feet of water in the river at the peint
where the acoident took place, and could the
victims hawve freed themsslves from the
wreck they could easily bave been saved.

After Mr. Kaercher'sbody had been taken
ont, the remains of Mr. and Mre, Fox wers
brought to the surface of the water and soon
lifted on to the bank and sent to the morgue
at Reading. The last body recovered wus
that of Greenawald, the railway mail agent.
Since that time diligent search and the
most untiring efforts have failed to disoover
any more bodies, and it is believed that the
death roll will not be enlarged by future
developments,

Some ol those who were killed were well
known and prominent in the sections in
which they lived, Mr. Fox carried on an
extensive clothing business in Pottsville, in
partnership with Moses Hershler, who re-
sides in Philadelphia. Mr. Fredericks was
a prominent builder in Pottsville; James
Becker was an ex-Burgess of Mahanoy City
and was & leading volauteer ficeman. He
was on his way home from Chester, where
he attended the annual convention of the
State Firemen’s Association, Others of
those killed who were firemen and had at-
tended the convention were Messrs, Ang-
stads, Summers and Hoffman,

SCENE OF THE DISASTER.

The point at which the accident ocsurred
was about midway on a sbharp curve
in the road, one-half mile above the Shoe-
makersville station, on the western bank of
the Schuylkill river.

IN THE STATE.

The Folr Pedngogues, However, Are Still
Left Bellod In the Matter of Salary—
Roporis Showing the Condition of the
Pennsylvanla Schools,

HARRISBURG, Septewber 20.—From re-
ports filed at the Department of Public In-
struction the following fancts are gath-
ered: Allegheny county, with 196 male
teachers and 1,400 female teachers, pays
its men an average of $57 61 per month, and
its women m:g:n £30 00. Lackawanna
conuty has 62 male tenchers and 307 female,
and the meu receive an average salars of

48 37 . mooth, while the women receive

only an average of §20 64 Luzerne county

has 133 male and 498 female, while it pays
the men an average of $50 34 a mwonth and

the women an average of §34 31,

Philadelphln, with 89 male tenchers and

2,435 female, pavs the men an average of

§133 20 n month and the women an average

ot $67 20 a month. The disr:rity between

the wages of males and females as indicated
in the loregoing figures holds good in other
portions of the State, In cthe distriet of

Nottingham, Washington county, as well

as in some others, no men are employed.

Honesdale distriet, Wayne county, pays

its three men instructors an average salary

of $08 89, while 10 female teachers receive
but an average of §35 40 & month, This is
about the proportion of maleand female
wages to be found in all the school districts
of the State. Irwin gives the menanaverage
of €90 a month and the women an average
of $42 50. The schools of Jolinstown are re-
ported in a disturbed condition on account
of the havoe wrought byr:h;“‘;rnt flood.
Compared with the p ing year, there
hns been n decresse in the State of 812 in
i{he number of male teachers and an inerease
of 1,088 in the number of lemale teachers,

The salary of male teachers was inereased

last year by an averaze of 46 cents a mouth,

while the salary of the women was in-
creased only an average of 15 cents a month,

The lady teachers bave less trouble with

diseipline than their male ecolaborers.

THEY CANNOT AGREE.

THE MOST IMPORTANT FEATURES

Are t he Very Ones on Which Ko Settlement
Can be Reached,

WASHINGTON, September 20.—After
three or lour days days of conference the
conferees on the tariff bill bave reached no
conclusion in regard to the most important
items about which thers is dispute, such as
sugar, metal, glass, ete. Of course a great
bulk of the nearly 400 amendments of the
Senate have been gone over nnd easily ad-

justed, and most of the time consumed by

the Republican members hitherto has been
devoted to this class of comparatively un-
important amendments,

The practice is for the Republican mem-
bers of the committee from both branches to
meet in the afternoon and evening and hold
a meeting of the full committee in the fore-
noon, when those amendments agreed to by
the Republicans are passed upon by the
whole committee,this being really a mere act
of formal eourtesy to the minority of the com-
mittee, The Senate Republicans of the
committee are inclined to be very insistent
in regard tothe rates fixed by the Senate
upon important schedules.

THE SENATE ARGUMENT, )

They use an argumenc in their support
which donbtless seems to them to have some
weight and which bas a plausible sound.
They insist that as they accepted the House
rates in so far as the great bulk of the bill
is concerned they should be permitied to
bave a voice touching the few items upon
which they have scen fit to fix other rates,

that appear to them to be more equitable,

This is all very well, but the itemn in
regard to which they are insistent are those
which affect the most important manufact-
uring intarests of tbe country, outweighing
all the rest, and in the matter of sugaral-
fecting the intfrests of every man, woman
and child of the ecountry.

The sittings are almost continunous now,
and when the full eommittee, or the Repub-
liean members of the committee, are not in
formal session two or three ol the Repub-
licans of the confereesof either branch are
usually in consultation. Messrs. Bayne
and McKinley, for instance, have been an-
gaged nll of this evening in consnltation at
Muajor McKinley's rooms in regard to the
points of dispute which are of vital import-
ance to the great interesis which they so
particularly and ably represent in Congress.

Alwnys within easy call are prominent

SHATTERED A DAL,

Judge Ewing Approves the Sale
of the Old Poor Farm,
but is Decidedly

OPPOSED TO THE NEW SITE,

Councils Have No Right to Go Out~
side the County to Purchase.

NO EVIDENCE OF ANY COLLUSION.

Mayor Gourley Greatly Pleased With the
Conrt’s Decision.

TWENTY ACRES ENOUGH FOR THE FARM

Judge Ewing handed down his decision
vesterday in the suits bronght to enjoin the
city from completing the Poor Farm deal
He sustains the sale of the old farm, bat op=
poses the purchase of n new site in West.
moreland county. Mayor Gourley is
pleased with the Court’s action.

Judge Ewing handed down an opinion in
the nowcelebrated Poor Farm deal early
yesterday alternoon. The case involved
two sunits brought by C. L. Stranb against
the City of Pittsburg and its officials to have
the sale of the old Poor Farm set aside, and
to restrain the purchase of the Stewart furm
in Westmoreland county. The Jodge's
opinion was a knockout blow to the Stewart
purchase, but the sale of the old farm
was spproved, The sale was declared tegal,
but in regard to the purchase of the West-
moreland county property for Poor Farm
purposes, an isjunction was granfed re-
strainiog the city from making the pure
chase. While this decision caunsed some
surprise, it may be stated that it only con-
firmed what TuE DisraTcH published on
Friday morning.

To sound the high officials of the city om
the subject a pumber of interviews were had
last night. Mayor Gourley, who had been
in the East Eod duriog the eariy night waa
found at his residence at a late hour. He
had heard of the decision of Judge Ewing,
and said:

MEETS THE MAYOR'S VIEWS

“T am gratified at the decision because it
meets my views ezuctly. No matter what
the Stewart farm was worth, I still bold
that there is nota plece of property under
the sun worth §700 ao acre for farming pur-
poses. My idea is to have the FPoor Farm
Joeated in Allegheny county, and I am
willing, in my views, o admit of anything
reasonable.”

“Have you any idex as to where the new
farm will be loeated in ease the decision of
the Supreme Court is adverse?"”

“I have not, and for that matter I care
not, so it is a good site within the ecounty
limite. Do you know I think 20 scres would
beample for Poor Farm purposes. That
would be plenty of room in which to raise
what we term ‘garden truock.”

“*So fur as the Stewart farm is concerned,
it may be worth §700 an acre, but my idea is
that tha city should be able to purehase
property at less than half that price for the
purposes nesded.”

‘““Have you any idea of where the new
farm will be loeated in case the Stewait deal
is knocked out?”

WOT INTETESTED IN SITES.

"Not the slightest. I sm not interested
in that matter one way or the other, only
that the farm be in Allegheny county. My
idea is to give the city the best results poswi~
ble, and in this instance the decision suita
me exaetly,” )

City Attorney W, C. Moreland is in
Philadelphia, and his opicion on the de-
cision in the ease could not be had. How-
ever, Chief Elliott was found at his resi-
dence on Highland avenue, and said: “I
am through with the Poor Firm question,
and have nothiog to do with it. I have
said so time and time again.”

“What would you have the city dof
‘What is your ides of the case?"”

“I don't know anything sbout it,"™

EESTS WITH COUNCILS.

“Have you read the decision?"

“I haven’t! I finished my work when X
recommended to Councils the sale and pure
chase. Now the matter rests entfrely with
Councils and I have nothing more to dowith
it, T1don't eare anything about it, sad
won’t talk about it. The city attorneys are
the people to see on this question. I am no
lawyer!"”

City Controller Morrow said, when ques-
tioned oo the subject, that he had pot read
the decision of Judge Ewing, and conse-
quently was not prepared to give a detailed
opinion on the matter. “The decision is
not s surprise,” said Mr, Morrow. “In
fact, I expecied s confirmation of the sale,
and also that the purchase would be ens
joined. It is about in line with my opinions
on the matter. I bavea’t read Judge
Ewing’s opinion, and dou't care to eriticise
him any way,”

Bo far as legal points are concerned the
case coutains some of the complicated ques-
tions that have arisen in any controversy ia
which the city has been interested for years,
On Friday Attorney J. MeF. Carpenter,
eneof the atlorpeys in the case, met Con-
troller Morrow and Delinguent Tax Col-
lector Ford in the rotunda of City Hall. The
Controller, who kuows some law himself, be-
gan an argument with the astorney,

PRETIY TOUGH POINTS.

After discussing the various points for
some time Mr. McCarpenler said that there
were questions involved in the matter which
no attorney could answer at first sight. He
said they were of the most delicate charsce
ter, 50 far as a ecorcect opinion was con-
cerned, and for himself be was willing to
wait for & decision from the bighest courts,

Although City Attorney Moreland is abe
sent from the city, it is certain, as stated in
these columas, that he is prepared to earry
the ense to s higher court at the esrliest
moment. That he anticipated the decision
of Judge Ewing is about unnderstood, and
that he has fortified himself for s batile
with the higher conrts is also koown.
